ANOTHER good rule to observe in the care of the skin in 
winter is never to wash the face with very hot or very cold water. 
rhe former is particularly injurious, and a sure producer of pre 
mature wrinkles. Let the water be just warm—not hot—arnd 
after applying a little soap with a soft flannel or Turkish pad, the 
face should be laved again and again with clear warm water, 
until all trace of soap is removed, otherwise a hard, shiny, tense 
feeling of the skin may supervene.

AN excellent emollient skin lotion for winter use is called 
by chemists ‘‘ Milk of Roses,’’ and may be made up trom the 
following recipe: Blanched almonds, one drachm; curd soap, 
powdered, two drachms ; spermaceti, one drachm; almond-oil, 
two drachms ; rectified spirit, two drachms ; tincture of benzoin, 
one drachm ; otto of rose, three minims; oil of rose geranium, 
three minims . glycerine, one and a-quarter ounces; rose-watler, 
ten ounces. Melt the spermaceti and oil together over a wate! 
bath, add the curd soap, and continue the heat until uniform, 
Then transfer toa warm mortar, and add, gradually, about an 
ounce of the rose-water, boiling. Beat up the almonds well in 
another mortar, and add the spermaceti mixture to this paste. 
Mix thoroughly, and stir in the remainder of the hot rose-water, 
to form an emulsion. To this add the oils dissolved in spirit 
and tincture ; strain through fine muslin, and make up to ten 
ounces with rose-water, passed through the material on the 
strainer. An alternative process is to pound the soap and al- 
monds ina warm mortar, add the spermaceti and aimond-oil, 
heated together, rub thoroughly, emulsify with the hot rose 
water, and finish as above.

DURING the cold weather the lips are very apt to crack and 
become sore. When there is a tendency to cracking of the lips, 
a precautionary method is to rub into them twice a day a little 
lip-salve. rhis can be obtained from most druggists, but those 
readers who prefer to have it made up from a recipe will find the 
following one very satisfactory Vaseline, one ounce; white 
wax, half an ounce; carmine, two grains; otto of rose, three 
minims. Melt the vaseline and wax together. Dissolve the car 
mine in just sufficient solution of ammonia, putin a warm m< 
tar, and add the basis. Stir constantly until it sets, adding the 
otto of rose towards the end of the process. It should be ke pt 
in a porcelain jar.

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| ALF the charm of foreign travel will be gone when the peas- 
antry in the various parts of the Continent—as Europe is 
often called—discard their picturesque costumes and curious head 
gear for more modern apparel. Really the only reason for wan- 
dering through strange lands is to see something different ; if all 
the world were alike what would be the use of ever stirring from 
one’s own doorste pe (once upon a time every Country, every 
province even, had its distinctive dress and you could tell exactly 
where a man came from by the cut of his garments. But modern 
civilization, the great destroyer of so many curious customs, has 
changed all this, and now in all the great cities of the world 
people dress pretty much alike, it is only in the country districts 
and in places out of the beaten path of travel that these old 
medieval costumes yet survive. 
Some of the strange head-dresses that are still worn by t 


.e 
lower classes of country people of Europe are here illustrated. 
These caps of the Continent, each pee uliar to a spec ial district, 
have an interest beyond their particular fashioning. In them we 
see an evidence of the intense conservatism of the agricultural 
class, who, whether members of a republic or subjects of a despotic 
monarch, firmly abide by the customs and fashions of their fore 
fathers. The Breton, for in 
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girl next this ancient dame of Pollet wears a cap frequently met 
with, and hailing from the Isle de France (Fig. 5). ‘The fan-like 
coronal of the Boulogne fishwife and the peasant of Walmegnier 
is well-known to all visitors to French shores, as are likewise the 
commonest of the Bretagne caps, but the curious tubelike con 
fection worn by the women of Alencon (Fig. 10) and the co?f 
au petit cog (Fig. 4), which some old dames of St. Briac still 
patronize, are less familiar. 

It is a noticeable fact that the nearer one gets to the centre 
and south of Europe the move one finds the dainty white muslin, 
sprigged net, and cambric caps are substituted for those fashioned 
from printed cottons, velvets, silks, embroidery and ribbons 
Such are the German and Austrian coiffes, in which countries 
the handkerchief also flourishes abundantly, though not to the 
same extent as in Denmark and Sweden. ‘The maidens of Jut 
land, in particular, have a fancy for the handkerchief, which they 
tie in most grotesque manner; other styles in the headgear of 
Jutland may also be so described, as witness the fearsome old

The elevation of the girl to the 
married state is frequently marked in 
northern countries by some special 
headgear, and, again, more elaborate 
decoration is introduced on /é/e days. 
Che Icelandic /é¢e cap is simply ex 
traordinary ; eccentricity claims it for 
its own in every detail, from the re 
markable stiff white topknot to the 
unbecoming manner the handkerchief 
is folded round the head. In Sweden 
the variety of caps is not so great; 
some wear a tall, conical cap over a 
colored silk handkerchief which falls 
low down the back and over the ears. 
One of the prettiest shapes is depicted 
in Fig. 21, the fichu-like arrangement 


over the shoulders being especially 


charming. 
lowards the lower Pyrenees one 
finds extremely pretty costumes and 
coiffes, also towards the Swiss border 
of France, where the peasants assume 
a dainty velvet hat much trimmed 
with lace, worn over a frilled lace or 
net cap (Fig. 2). The lace hat of the 
Lourgognes is a most elaborate affair, 
with a frill hanging down from the 
brim, At Ariége the dress is one of 
the prettiest in the world, a red cloth 
skirt, black silk apron, black bodice ; 
handkerchief of white with red work 
ed border is folded across the shoul 
ders, the ends tucked under the apron 
bib, and over it is another fichu ol 
handsomely embroidered —net, the 
whole charmingly completed by a red 
cloth small cap, embroidered in yel 
low and green, tied on the head by a 
black velvet ribbon, with ends hang- 
ing down the back ; under this cap is 
worn a cambric one embroidered in 
Swiss fashion and falling on to the 
shoulders.

Once in Germany, we get the 
printed cotton head covering, one of 
the most remarkable specimens of 
which is depicted in Fig. 16, hailing 
trom Wiirtemburg The extraordin 
ary wings called neck wings 
Nackenfliigen—are of stiff buckram 
covered with red patterned cloth, In 
Austria the Caps are ol the same type, 
but even more elaborate , and velvet 
is introduced considerably - the wom 
en of Siebenbiirgen wearing round 
high velvet crowns over a lace under 
cap (Fig. 7 
a simple red cloth one, trimmed with 
ribbon and lace, the whole envelop

ing the head after the manner of a 
small turban. lhe Bohemians have 
a cap somewhat resembling our sun 
bonnet, only in black cloth trimmed 
with flowered ribbons, a decoration 
much affected in Central Europe. 
Another cap is shown in Fig, 18, 
The Silesians have a. trulyeimposing 
head-dress; over a white cap is a 
close-fitting velvet one with a sort of 
lace awning surmounting it. rhe 
peasants of Spreewald (Prussia) have 
the most singular neck wings to be 
found (Fig. 17), tied under the cap at 
the back and under the chin in front ; 
lace insertion covers the cap proper, 
and the *‘ wings’’ are quilled, 

Black cloth sounds incongruous 
for such purpose, yet more than one 
German and Austrian cap is fashioned 
with it; in Gotha the peasants have a 
very heavy black cap, with side 
draperies falling on the shoulders, the 
borders of which are covered with a 
band of yellow cloth. 

The Tyrol boasts the sauciest of 
hats and caps, also a good many that 
are more quaint than beautiful, 
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notably the rough cloth black hat which is like nothing so much 

as an inverted wide-mouthed funnel. The felt hats with high 
crowns, decorated with a 


sweeping plume from a pheas- 
ant’s tail, are worn alike by 
men and women: indeed, hats 
prevail in this mountainous 
region more than the cap 
proper, an exception to which, 
however, is the thickly pleated 
white cap and silk handker 
chief worn by the women of 
(sailthal. 

Space forbids the inclu 
sion of Russian caps, but many 
Russian artists, whose works 
are exhibited here, have made 
us familiar with the high fur or 
much embroidered cloth cap 





worn on the top of a coarse lace one. 

It is said that ‘* Fashion wears out more 
than women do;’’ every rule has its exception, 
and peasant fashions are the proof of the rule 
in this case. Many generations of peasants 
come and go ere the caps of their districts 
undergo change of shape and color. 

Unfortunately in other parts of Europe 
these interesting head-dresses are quite dying 
out and are being replaced by the cheapest imitations of the pre- 
vailing fashions. In Holland, for instance, the country people 
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have a mosf curious way of 
combining the old and th 
new with ludicrous eftect 
Only a year ago when I was 
dining with some friends in 
an enormous restaurant al 
Amsterdam, that is one of 
the very largest in Europe, 
I was dumfounded to see 
enter two elderly men ir 
ordinary attire and with 


them two women of about 
the same age—their wives 
most probably. But the 
remarkable thing about the 
party was the head-dresses 
of these women. Over 
their hair they wore the 
great gold tight-fitting « 

that covers the entire head, 
and contains, it is said fully 





one hundred dollars’ worth 

of gold. Over this again was a cap of fine lace with deep frills 
falling about the neck and great gold spiral ornaments, some- 
thing like an inverted bedspring sticking out from the cap at 
each temple, and on top of the whole thing a little black straw bon- 
net trimmed with flowers. Anything more absurd than this mix- 
ture of medieval headgear and Paris bonnets cannot be imagined, 
Yet the women were entirely unconscious of the effect of their 
appearance and considered themselves in the he ight of fashion.

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(©\NE of the hardest tasks of the housekeeper is to think of 

omething new each day for dessert, or failing that some 
variation of the well-known dishes to tempt the capricious app¢ 
tites of the family here must be in existence thousands and 
thousands of recipes for puddings and pies as well as other less 
substantial dainties for the end of the meal, but ordinary home 
cooking considers itself fairly accomplished if it manages to serve 
up about ten or fifteen different sorts of desserts, repeated year in 
and year out Now because a thing is good it does not neces 
sarily follow that we won’t appreciate it all the better for letting 
it rest a little while and trying something else. The frequency 
with which rice pudding or bread pudding appears upon some 


dinner tables reminds one of the old story ofthe Englishman who 
traveled through the West a good many years ago. At the first 
country hotel he stopped at he was given Washington Pie for 
dessert He looked at it with curiosity, tasted it and thought it 
rather good. The next day he was at another hotel and what 


should appear on the table but the same dish, and so this went 
on for a week; no matter where he went or whatever else there 
was for dinner, Washington Pie was invariably one of the dainties 
at the end of the menu lhe Englishman stood it as long as he 
could but on the seventh day as the waitress placed before him 
the too-familiar sticky dainty he stuck his monocle in his eye,

GERMAN APPLE PuDDING.—One pint of flour, two level 
teaspoonsful of baking powder, one-half teaspoonful of salt, one 
egg, a generous two thirds of a cupful of milk, two tablespoons 
ful of butter and four large apples. Mix the salt and baking 
powder with the flour and rub it through a sieve. Beat the eggs 
light and add the milk to them, Rub the butter into the flour, 
pour the milk and egg on this and mix quickly and thoroughly 
Spread this dough about half an inch thick on a buttered baking 
pan. Have the apples pared and cut in eights; stick these pieces 
in rows into the dough ; sprinkle with two tablespoonsful of sugar. 
Bake in a quick oven for about twenty-five minutes. This should 
be eaten with sugar and cream or a simple pudding sauce. 


Corree CusTARD.—One cup of milk, one cup of very strong 
coffee heated together. Add three eggs beaten with three-fourths 
of a cup of sugar. Cook in a double boiler until of the consist 
ency of ordinary cream custard. Serve cold covered with whi 
ped cream.

them. 

CHARLOTTE RussE CAKE.—One cup of powdered sugar, 
three eggs—-yolks and whites beaten separately three table 
spoonsful of cream, one cup of sifted flour, two teaspoonsful of 
baking powder mixed in the flour. Bake in three layers, Then 
take one pint of cream—the three tablespoonsful having been 
taken out—and add one good tablespoonful of powdered sugar, 


a teaspoonful of vanilla and beat until stiff. When ready to serve, 
put this between the layers of cake and on top. 


ORANGE CAKE.—One-half cup of butter, two cups of sugar, 
three small cups of flour, four eggs, two teaspoonsful of baking 
powder, one cup of milk. Bake in three layers, 


FILLING FOR CAKE.—White of one egg well-beaten with 
enough sugar to make a frosting. Take out half to ice the top of 
the cake then add to the remainder the grated rind and juice of 


a small orange and sugar enough to make it thick. Place this 
between the cakes. 

CHOCOLATE CREAM CAKE,.—Bake a cake in three round 
tins as for jelly cake. You can use almost any rule for this 


Frost two of the cakes with chocolate frosting and spread th:

Then put the layers together with the 
cream in the middle. 


WALNUT CookIiEs.—Two cups of sugar, one cup of butter, 
one cup of milk, one teaspoonful of saleratus, flour to roll very 
thin. Cut out with cookie cutter. Put the half meats of English 
walnuts thickly on the tops of the cookies. 


CocoANuT CooKIEs.—One cup of butter, three cups of sugar, 
three eggs, one*cup of milk, one teaspoonful of soda, two cups 
of dessicated cocoanut, flour enough to roll eut.

Taking Care gf House Plants in Winter. 


~\NE of the greatest difficulties in raising house plants, palms 
and ferns and the like is to prevent the foliage from turn- 
ing brown. Ina-greenhouse this never occurs, owing to the 
moist condition of the atmosphere. That it takes place in a 
house is due to the dryness of steam and furnace heat. The only 
way to avoid it 1s to sponge the leaves with warm water every 
day. This keeps them bright and moist and prevents their turn- 
ing brown. The best temperature for palms is from 60 to 70 de- 
grees. Ferns do well at this temperature, but will stand a little 
more heat. The rapid growth of young palms may be forced at 
a very much higher temperature, but as it is necessary to apply 
the heat at the bottom of the pots it is very impracticable outside 
of a greenhouse. Ferns require less light than palms, but the 
light that enters the ordinary house in winter will not harm either. 
If palms are placed in a window when the sun is shining on them 
the window should be slightly raised so that they may have ven- 
tilation,

The best soil for palms is an ordinary loam or grass sod, en 
riched with leaf mold, charcoal and a little sand to keep the earth 
loose. The same composition will do for ferns. However the 
proportion of leaf mold and sand should be somewhat greater 
than is used for palms. As it is a bother for most persons to 
secure all the ingredients of this mixture it is better to have palms 
and ferns repotted by a florist. Never should the roots be dis- 
turbed, except when plants need repotting and then as little as is 
possible. When plants are taken outside in the spring they 
should not be removed from the pots, but the pots should be 
sunk in the earth to keep them moist. If exposed to the sun the 
earth and the roots soon dry out. 

The ordinary manner of watering palms and ferns is one of 
the surest ways of injuring them. Nearly e¢ery woman waters 
her plants every day and pours the water into the top of the pot.

‘te NE thing I would especially impress on 

my readers, and that is not to be in too 
great haste to cut down their shrubs, bush- 
roses, or creepers, which appear to have 
totally collapsed under the late severe weather. 
They should be allowed six weeks or two 
months’ grace, even though in their brown 
and shrivelled condition they are not objects 


of beauty. Still, if not very badly injured, 
they may begin to shoot out at the lower part 


of the stems and branches, as well as from the 
roots, and you should give them every chance 
Even if they do not, the leaving of 
the branches may shelter from a late night 
frost (such as we often get in April or May) 
the tender young shoots at the bottom, 

Now at the latter end of March there will 
be seedings of half-hardy annuals to prick out, 


to do so 


allowing more space for each young plant to 
grow, both as to its roots, and the tops. This 
is a business that cannot be hurried over, and 
should be allotted to the most patient and 
light-handed member of the family. It needs 
ever such careful fingering to separate one tiny 
root from another. If the delicate fibres are 
torn, many plants will die, and others receive 
a check from which they will not recover. A 
very small pointed stick should be used to 
make holes for the insertion of the roots in the 
new soil, which should be fine and pressed 
firm. When planting is finished, water with a 
fine hose, and shade the plants for a few days 
till they have recovered from their move. 
Heaths, azaleas, and other hard-wooded 
plants that have gone out of flower need re- 
potting. They require peat and fine sand, 
and must be potted very firm, the soil made 
quite flat at the top, and not to reach within a 


| quarter or half an inch of the rim of the pot. 


Hard-wooded plants take up moisture slowly, 
and therefore the flat top and hard-pressed soil 
prevents the water running through and away 
too quickly, These plants should be ke pt 
close and shaded from the sun after moving. 
They also require constant syringing at this 
time. 

As the sun has now a good deal of power, 
but winds are cold, and at night the tempera- 
| ture goes down very much, it is an awkward 
time for plants under glass ; the sun runs up 
the heat so much at mide day, and then at even- 
ing the house cools so rapidly that the plants 
suffer a good deal, and all kinds of insect pests | 
are apt to increase under these conditions. A | 
very sharp lookout must be kept for these, and 
war waged upon them direcily they appear. 

Ivy should not be trimmed on the walls. 
Grass should be rolled and swept, and if it ts| 
weakly, a mixture of guano and superphos- | 
phate of lime—two-thirds of the first to one of 
the latter—should be strewn over the lawn, 
and well rolled

Stale Bread an? Its Use. 


|v may be said that in well regulated house- 
holds stale bread is an unknown quantity. 
But so long as Mary Jane, or Sarah, the 
case may be, has control over the larder, it 
safe to predict that many a mistress will find a 
more or less plentiful stock of dry remnants of 
loaves lurking in the depths of the bread-box. 
To make a pudding of them is the common 
resource, and a bread-pudding, if nicely made, 
is a very good addition toadinner. Hereare 
two or three recipes for plain puddings : 


as

Soak your dry bread in boiling milk, or in 
milk and water if short of milk. When well 
soaked, beat it up with a fork, and add cur 


rants and sugar according to taste, and an egg 
well beaten. Mix all thoroughly together. A 
little nutmeg might be added by way of flavor 


ing. Put it into a buttered basin, tie a 
over, and boil about two hours. 
Another recipe is as follows: Soak the dry 


crusts in boiling water in a basin, covering it 
closely. Then strain off the water, and beat 
up the bread, adding about a quarter of a 
pound of chopped suet, three 


tablespoonfuls 


of sugar, and a few currants or raisins. Beat 
up an egg well, and stir it in, with enough 
milk to moisten. Put the mixture into a but 
tered pie-dish, and bake for one hour. 

A third variety of pudding is often made 
with thin slices of bread, buttered, and placed 
in layers in a pie-dish, each layer being 
sprinkled with sugar and currants. Then pout 
over it an egg, beaten in a little milk. Bake

PLAIN CHOCOLATE WAFERS are an easily 
made confection, and are formed by dropping 
spoonfuls of melted sweet chocolate across 
sheets of wax papers. They can harden as 
they are, or a half walnut meat can rest lightly 
on each one. ‘These, like all chocolate work, 
should be placed in a cool room to harden. 


HARD BoILep CANDIES are nice for a 
change, and a recipe for the old time butter- 
scotch will be given. For this purpose use a 
rather stout iron-granite saucepan, place 1% 
Ibs. of granulated sugar in it, and add half a 
pint of water. Set the pan over a sprightly 
fire, and let the syrup boil without stirring for 
about ten minutes by actual time, that is, ten 
minutes from the time which the syrup begins 
boiling. It will be noticed this boiling syrup 
will change from a water white to a straw 
color; this indicates that the candy is done 
enough. When the syrup changes color stir 
in two tablespoonfuls of butter and pour this 
syrup into buttered pie tins, and, before it sets 
hard, check it off in squares or diamond shapes 
and break it up when cold. This makes a 
delightful butterscotch wafer. Some prefer to 
drop the hot mixture out in spoonfuls over the 
surface of a sheet of tin or iron in drops the 
size of a peppermint or a trifle larger. When 
cold they will easily let go their hold of the 
tin by bending it slightly. 


OLD-FASHIONED PEPPERMINT DROPS OR 
SuGAR PLuMs.—These are among the oldest 
known candies, yet they never grow less in 
popular favor, Their absolute purity and 
sprightly flavor of mint make them always in 
demand. The mode of making is this: Place 
12 oz. of granulated sugar in a three-pint sauce- 
pan, add 2 oz. of water toit (four regular table- 
spoonfuls of water equal 2 0z.), place the pan 
over the fire, and stir the sugar and water until 
the syrup breaks out intoa boil, not a bit long- 
er. You will notice a white foam-like ap- 
pearance over the surface of the syrup, then 
little bubbles arise, after which the whole 
mass begins boiling.

Gentlemen: Replying to your inquiry. I have the fol 
lowing report to make: Water is said to be “hard” when 
it contains lime and magnesium salts, which retard the 
saponification or lathering of soap and interfere with 
the cleaning action and the solubility of the soap itself 
All natural waters contain a certain amount of this “hard 
ness”"’ which is eliminated by strong alkalies (soda, 
ammonia and other caustic materials) or by borax. The 
strong alkalies, used directly or as found in strong soaps, 
will destroy organic tissue and are very harmfu! in their 
effects. Borax is harmiess and even healing in its 
effects. A mild or neutral soap used with water softened 
by borax will cleanse better than strong soap or washing 
compound (which is generally a mixture of soap and soda 
used without borax. 

For toilet and bathing purposes, I would recommend 
that only sufficient borax be used to counteract the hard 
ness of the water so that the soap used will become soluble 
and be readily rinsed from the skin and out of the pores 
For laundry purposes I would recommend thata larger 
proportion of borax be used with amiid soap, as the borax 
itself is an excellent and a harmless cleanser besides a 
water softener. I have examined Lake Michigan water for 
you and find that it is not so “hard’’ as the average 
natural water. It contains only 7 to9 grains of lime and 
magnesium salts tothe gallon. A quarter teaspoonful of 
borax will soften two quarts of Lake Michigan water, 
conteracting all the lime and magnesium saits therein 
~ontained. Harder water will require a proportionately 
larger amount of borax.

Cut the Seville 
oranges, after peeling them, into thin slices, 
cutting them across, not lengthwise with the 
stem, and cut the peel into narrow ‘strips 
Peel the sweet ones, throwing away the peel, 
and cut them up; peel the lemons, and grate 
or chop the peel. Cut up the lemons, having 
previously taken out the pips. Weigh all, and 
add three pirts of water for each pound of 
fruit; let it stand for twenty-four hours, and 
then boil till tender, which will take two hours. 
On the third day weigh the pulp, and to every 
pound allow half a pound of sugary, and then 
boil till the strips of peel are transparent, 
which will probably be another hour. There 
is a good deal of trouble attached to this 
recipe, but the marmalade is superlatively 
good. 


4. Get !

The garment is now ready to be boned and any 
preferred stay or bone may be used 

The term, “laying the pattern on the straight of
